DUBLIN, March 26.—The body 
of an unidentified man was found 
today in a field at Banoge bridge, 
near New Castle, West. Dublin. The 
man, who was young and well 
dressed, had been shot to death. 
LONDON, March 26.—Almost every 
day furnishes a new victim for the 
“underground” warfare in Ireland. 
This morning Allan Bell, resident 
magistrate, 70 years old and for many 
years an official of the royal constabu- 
lary, was dragged by a gang, some of 
whom were masked, from a crowéed 
tramcar in Dublin and shot four times 
before the eyes of the passengers. 
Some of the passerigers were women, 
who fainted. 
The assassins fled and no arrests 
have been made. | 


Three Attacks on Policemen, 

There have been three attacks 6n po- 
licemen in different parts of Ireland 
during the last three days, two of the 
policemen being dangerously wounded. 
One of them was a young man return- 
ing home after enlisting in the con- 
stabulary. | 

An inquest at Dublin today on the 
unknown man killed Wednesday eve- 
ning revealed that he was a clerk at 
army headquarters. Dublin gossip 
says he was engaged in secret service 
work. 

Despite placards all over Ireland 
offering £10,000 reward and government 
protection for iuformation, no one has 
been convicted for any of the assassina- 
tions, many of which have occurred in 
daylight in the presence of numerous 
witnesses. 


Dragged from Tram Car. 


Magistrate Bell was on the way from 
his residence to Dublin castle when | 
the tramcar in which he was riding 
was held up at Ballsbridge. 

A passenger in the car states that 
a few minutes after Mr. Bell boarded 
it two men took seats behind him, two 
others jumping on the occupied seaty 
to the right. : 

When the tramcar stopped at* Balfs- 
bridge the two men leaped on the con- 
ductor’s platform, and, producing re- 
volvers, commanded the passengefs 
not to move. One of them then pulled 
the trolley arm off the wire while four 
men gripped their victim and hustled 
him toward the door. He resisted, but 
was overpowered, and in the roadway 
each of the four fired revolvers at him 
and he dropped to the ground. 

They placed a newspaper over his 
face and rapidly walked away.

LONDON, March 26.—Premier Lloyd 
George and Herbert H. Asquith, former 
premier and member of the house of 
commons for Paisley, are conducting 
an informal debate over the right to 
claim the leadership of the Liberal 


party. 
Premier Lloyd George, in an address 
today, defended his attack of last week 
on the Labor party, for which he has 
been condemned by both the Labor 
party and the party of Mr. Asquith. 
“The program of the Labor party is 
to create a codperative, common- 
wealth,” he declared. “I have read 
everything said by Mr. Ciynes (John 
Robert Ciynes, Laborite) and Mr-Hen- 
derson (Arthur Henderson, Laborite), 
and all the apologies of the Labor 
party. Not one of them denies that 
the doctrine of the Labor party is a 
doctrine of communism. 
Dangerous Seed. 


“It is said by some that therdoctrine 
is not sincere; that common ownership 
is only put into the Labor program in 
order to conciliate a section of the 
party. That is a dangerous thing in 
these days. 

“Suppose the Labor party won a 


general. election and formed a govern- 


ment. You may say Mr. Clynes and 
Mr. Henderson are moderate men who 
would not do these things, but they 
would have to do them or break faith 
with the people who put them in power. 

“The labor program is not a move- 
ment started among the working 
classes. It comes ‘,om a group of 
men who have received a lopsided edup 
cation, who have had no experience 
of affairs or of work in factory, shop, 
or office, and who call themselves in- 
tellectuals. A vast majority of the 
workihg classes have repudiated that 
program, and the common sense of the 
working classes will save fhem right to 
the end.” 

“Demagogue” Epithet of Envy. 

Replying to Mr. Asquith’s reference 
to him as a “demagogue,” Mr. Lloyd 
George said the term had been applied 
to some of the greatest men in history. 

“It is an epithet which has always 
been hurled by the dull and pompous 
against any man who has a greater 
power of appealing to the masses than 
they have,” he declared.

He did not go into details as 
to the Jutland battle and was asked 
no questions regarding it by the com- 
mittee. 

The admiral, who commanded the 
great naval battery of fourteen inch } 
guns on the western front,.was the 
fourth witness.in the investigation of 
Rear Admiral Sims’ charges that the 
navy department failed to codperate 
fully with the allies early in the war, 
and all of his testimony was devoted 
to the matter of personnel. 

Deplorable and Unsatisfactory. 

Capt. Joseph K. Taussig of the naval 
war college at Newport, R. I., preceded 
Admiral Plunkett on the witness stand. 

Capt. Taugsig, who was on duty at 
the navy departmeht prior to the war 
and later served on destroyers over- 
seas, said that Secretary Daniels in

TECHNICAL ARMY 
RESCUES BERLIN 
FROM BIG STRIKE 


Runs G as, Water, and 
Power Plants.

BERLIN, March 26.—The govern- 
ment’s emergency technical army is 
turning over the gas works, electric 
power houses, and water pumping sta- 
tions to the regular workmen after op- 
erating them through the genera) 
strike. 

The students of the technical engi- 
schools and their professors 
and ihstructors rallied the public aid 
when the strike was called and the 
workmen quit. The strikers did not 
molest these gentlemen strike break- 
ers, realizing gas, erectricity, and* wa- 
ter were essential for living. 

The strike breakers receive the same 
wages as regular employés and are 
fed at a canteen operated by the 
mothers and sweethearts. 

Visit to Gas Works. 

This morning I visited the big gas 
works and found forty students doing 
the work which normally 250 men did. 
At the gates stood the volunteer 
guards proudly wearing heavy steel 
hats and looking extremely important. 
A knot of strikers stood kidding the 
guards, offering them cigarets. The 
managers of the plant stated it was 
working to 80 per cent output and 
would have reached the maximum in 
another twenty-four hours if the strike 


Ahad not been called off. 


The amateur firemen stoking the 
coke ovens were rather careless, leav- 
ing long red hot pokers lying around, 
and several had their hands and feet 
bandaged where they had stepped on 
or handled something too hot to touch. 

Falls Down Coal Chute. 


One student was nearly smothered 
in poal dust when he fell down a chut- 
while loading fuel into some little cars. 
Another nearly blew up the whodle 
shooting macth by smoking in the gas 
condensing room. 

Apart from that it is thought the 
government enjoyed its biggest suc- 
cess, and it is expected the league wil] 
be expanded in preparation for future 
general strikes. 

The labor leaders assert they never 
will interfere with ‘the functioning of 
the technical army, because they real- 
izé the people must have light, water, 
and food for themselves and families 
as well as any one else.

“ It includes a large number of steve- 
dores employed at all of the ports, and 
includes all of the persons engaged in 
dispatching materials overseas. It in- 
cludes custodians and laborers in the 
great supply depots. 

Number of Employés Increased. 

“Now, that number as you have it 
there, 168,000, was actually increased 
after that figure was given to you, 
and it was increased in this way: When 
the armistice came there was tre- 
mendous pressure on the part of the 
soldiers to he demobilized. 

“There was the utmost impatience 
and resentment on the part of any sol- 
dier who was held in any peace time 
service, on the theory that he had 
volunteered or been drafted for the 
war, and the disposition of the depart- 
ment was to let them out as fast as 
possible and restore them to their 
| civilian opportunities. . |

FEEDING CHICKS | 


| BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
Those who keep chickens in close 
tonfinement should exercise great care 
in handling the young chicks. City 
houltrymen often make the mistake of 
\feeding too much. The problem of 
feeding chicks in the average poultry 
keeper’s brooder in the city is dif. 
iferent from that on the farm, where 
there is plenty of range. The method 
of feeding is just as important as the 
amount and mca of feed given. — 


Nearly every ‘poultryman has his 
peculiar method of feeding chicks. It 
may be the best under his conditions, 


makes the young chicks work for their 
food most of the day is good. By hav- 
ing to scratch in a: litter for their 
food they are given the necessary ©x- 
ercise, This is ‘particularly important 
in brooding chicks in the city, where 
the range is limited. It is almost im- 
possible to keep them in thrifty grow- 
ing condition when they are confined 
unless litter is used liberally on the 
floor. The best litter is alfalfa hay 
out into short pieces. If the feed is 
scattered in the litter the chicks have 
to work to get it, and they also will 
7 t acme of the alfalfa leaves and finer 


 Toune chicks get plenty of exercise 
if a week’s supply of cracked grains 
is buried in a thick coat of alfalfa 
or clover. They have to dig for their 


| feed, and there is little leg weakness 


among deep litter fed chicks. Where 
the litter is not used the feed should 
be given five times a day. Chicks 
grow faster vom fed often. 


The old faahianed johnnycake is 
still favored among successful poultry- 
men, particularly with a brood limited 
to not more than 300. Johnnycake 
broken up into small pieces makes an 
excellent feed for tle chicks during 
the first two weeks. 

For a small flock use two and one-
